MARTIN METHODIST COLLEGE CAMPUS STORY 


Martin Methodist Col¬ 
lege, founded in 1870, is a 
liberal arts, two-year col¬ 
lege related to thè Ten¬ 
nessee Conference of The 
United Methodist Church. 

The college bears thè 
name of Thomas Martin 
who provided for thè es¬ 
tablishment of a school for 
girls in Giles County by 
giving thè originai endow- 
ing gift of $30,000.00 
through a provision in his 
will in 1870. His bequest 


was thè fulfillment of a 
dream of his daughter Vic¬ 
toria, who before her 
death at thè age of twenty, 
requested that her father 
establish such a school for 
young women. 

For many years thè col¬ 
lege was operated as a 
four-year boarding college 
for women, with an ele- 
mentary division for thè 
children and young people 
of Pulaski. Many persons 
of influence are numbered 


among its illustrious grad- 
uates. Its first building 
stood near thè site of thè 
present administration 
building, Martin Hall. As 
thè college grew, new fa- 
cilities were added and thè 
site of thè campus expand- 
ed. The number of male 
students has grown until 
thè student body shows a 
ratio of approximately half 
women and half men. 

In Aprii 1986 thè Board 
of Trustees added thè 


word “Methodist” to thè 
college’s name. This ad- 
dition affirms Martin’s 
strong ties to The United 
Methodist Church as well 
as clearly stating thè val- 
ues of thè Wesleyan tra- 
dition which undergrid thè 
college.
